Now that it seems settled that War Cloud is to be sent to Louisville to take his part in the Kentucky 
lK*rb 3 ', a diiulitfiil iK»iiit is cleared up and a formidable rival of Eseolw aiul Sun Briar achls to tiie steailily 
grow'iug interest iu the race. In last year’s racing it may be said that neither Sun Briar m»r Esc*oba ran 
a single race as giKsl as that of War Cloud w1k*u, with 125 iwuiids on his back, he won the Walilen Stakes 
at Pimlk*o last fall and ran its mile in 1:40^,. That race stamp 4 *d him a stayer. He wiiitereil li(*altliil 3 ' 
and his work this spring iu conditioning him for racing has been flawless. No horse eligible to start in 
the Kentucky in*rhy has Ix'tter racing credentials than War Cloud and none is more likely to win it. 

War Cloud was not hurried last year and was only started iu six ract*s, four of wliicli he w'ou, running 
s 4 * 4 * 4 »ml ill auotiier and unplaced in one. His first start W’as iu a i»urse race at Saratoga. August 22. Ue- 
|M»rts of his prowess were public proiK*rty and served to make him a (i to 5 favorite over twelve opimneiits. 
The distance was live and a half furlongs and, rimuing it iu 1 :(H»%, he won easily bj* three lengths, witii 
IK'badon sei*uud and Matinee Idol third. It W'as an excellent displa 3 ' of s|ioed, so, when 4 >ii August 27, he 
in:i 4 le his apiH*aniiu* 4 ? in another purse race, he flgiircHl as a 2 to 5 fav 4 »rite and, with J. Loftus and 117 
IMiuiids iu the saddle, w’as an easy W'iniier by tw’o lengths, with Top Cimt second and Ruth laiw thini, 
seven running unpla 4 *ed. The distance w’as again five and a half furlongs and lie c-overed it in 1:07^ over 
a sl 4 »w’ track. So far he had raced like a good colt, w'hich he was aiul is. 

His third race was the one in which he was uiiplac'eil. He had good company in the same pnnlica- 
nient. This w’as in the Ho|»eful Stakes, richest prixo of the American turf. With eighteen starters, tli 4 *sc 
getting awa 3 ' in the rear could have but little chance, unless lucky in securing favorable oiienings. War 
C'loml was mit lucky and probably ran, at least as g(K*d, a rai-e as did tJie w’imicr, Sun Briar. Off eleventh, 
he was sliuffi4‘d farther back in the early running, but finally managed to get a chance to run fixely and 
put in his work to such gcxMl puriKise that he flualH* landed iu sixth place and only beaten four lengths. 

His next adventure was in the forty-eighth running of the Nursery llaiidicup, a ilash of threc-quar- 
tirs straight, at Bclnnuit Park. SeptemlKr 13. In this Jack Hari* Jr. <*arri 4 *d 125 itoiinds to his 122 and 
lK*at him a neck, witli War ('loud gaining witli every stride. Laiiy Dorotliy, with 100 iMuiiids up, was 
third, the uuphK*ed ones iM'iiig laiiiius, Eiililaik*. Matinee Itlol, Stitch iu Time, Buglmusc, Gold Tassel and 
Bautry. Then he was taken to Ijaurel and there, on OctolK*r 4. w’on the Anuai»oIis Stakes, at three-iiuar- 
ters iu 1:12%. In this he had allowauees that made his weight but 115 iwiimls to 122 on Jack Hare Jr. 
They were wiual choitxs iu tlie betting and War Cloud won by a length from Jack Hare Jr., the latter 
finishing ten lengths iu advancx* of Matinee Idol, w’ith Happy Go Lucky, Masda and Ultima Thule uu- 
placx*d. This was, in all respects, a good race for both of the two leaders. 

His last raee and his best one took plut*e at Pimlico, November 10, in the Walden Stakes, at a mile. 
For this the starters were War Cloud, 125 i»ounds; Tippity Witchet, 127; Jack Hare Jr., 130; The Porter, 
N 4 *piH*rhan, Kashmir, Wyoming and War Machine, 117 eac-li; Lady Dorothy and Ballymooney. 114 ea 4 *h; 
('avau Boy. 113. and Col. Cliiff, 107. The redoubtable Tippily Witi'het xvas the favorite for this race and 
battled for it like the gallant little warrior of the track he w'us, but War Cloud came at him i» tim 
stretch and. passing him after a sharp struggle, won easing up by a length and a half, Tippity Witchet 
finishing about the same distam*e bef 4 »re The Porter. Jack Hare Jr. was in the thick of the fray for 
three-quarters, but his heavy weight grew too oppnrsslve and he finally finished a we.iry sixth. Weight 
carried c*onsidered. War Cloud’s time of 1:40% marked a noble raee. indeed. 

War Cloud’s pedigree is more suggestive of ability to stay well over a long distance of ground than 
that of Sun Briar. Tlie latter’s sire, Suudridge, was a great sprinter and most of his progeny, while en- 
dow 4 * 4 l with brilliant speed, were best over sprinting distances. There were, of c*ourse, exceptions, a shin- 
ing 4 *xampl 4 * lK*iug Suustar, wliich won a great Derby wliile finishing on three legs. But tlie siins of Poly- 
melns are lM*yoiid repr 4 *aeh as sta 3 ’ers anil no suspicion of lack of stamina attaches to War Cloud, lii all 
the el 4 *iiu*iits vf his bnediug he is of the eloit. Wiiether he wins the Kentucky Derby or not, his feats 
as a two-y 4 *ar-old suggest a triumphant career in general this year and probably afterwards. His record 
ami iK*digrce are as follows:

Diplomatic information from Holland emphasizes 
the extreme gravity of the (Jerman- Holla ml situa- 
tion, sa.vs a disiiatch from fjondon. G»*nnany lias 
made demands wliich mean the abandonment of 
Holland’s neiitralit 3 '. if slie yields. Between the 
ilevil and the d«*ep sea, Holland fears to forsake 
her neutrality. The questions liere are: Will she 

yield, and what will Germany do if she does not 
yield? The aggressive tone of the German press 
iudi<*ates Geruiaii.v will not rei'eile from tlie course 
by whi<*h she seems to be delilierately picking a 
quarrel witli Holland. The newspaiier (ilennania 
sliows Germaii.v’s liaiid, saying: “This is Holland’s 

chaii<*e fiir reilress and to lialanee her <*ou(‘essions 
to the entente. Sooner or later both Holland and 
Sw’itzerhiml must enter one or the other camii. 
May they understand tlie signs of the times and 
Himise tliat side whieh will have the deciding 
volc-e at the fieace conference by right of success 
and victory.” 

Fighting of the most desperate character attends 
the German attempt to enlarge on the capture of 
Mont Kemniel, on tlie Flanders front, as the Franco- 
British trooiis strive to liold the enemy in clie<*k. 
On tlie vital sector of the Picardy front east of 
Amiens the allieil soldiers have driven the Germans 
from more of tlie ground tliey gaineil earlier in tiie 
w'eek. The fall of Mont Kenimel is a serious 

blow to the security of the salient about Ypres. 
but to gain a complete victory the (termans must 
strike ipiickly. This they are trying to do. while 
tlie allied trooiw resist strenuously. While Kem- 
mel’s capture by the enemy d«H*s not mean tlie im- 
ineiliate evacuation of Ypres, military observers say. 
It lUies meiia<*e the British imsitions there, and a 
further retirement in the next few days is not 
unlikely.

4*oiinterat tacks on tlie front east of Amiens, tlie 
allies gained further advantages in the llaiigard- 
Villers-Kretonneiix se<*tor. The French have re

The fighting in 
Flanders mirth of tlie l 4 ys has lieeii extromely se- 
vere. The enemv advam*e w’as held at all isiints.

Tlie trees. that have been set out are rapid grow- 
ers and Manager Haclmieister figures that by the 
time for the running of the Latonia Championship 
stakes in tin* fall of 1919. when be intends to in- 
vite the world to Latonia to witness the ihsdsion of 
this richest of all American races, they will have 
leveloped sufficiently to give the results aimed for. 

Meanwhile the shrubbery which Manager Hach- 
meister set out last season in fnrtlH*ran<*e of his 
luihition that Latonia shall present an ap|M*aram*e 
In keeping with the importance of the rai-ing that 
now takes pla<*e at this track, has he«‘n iHiming on 
in fiiK* style and w’ill make a splendid showing wlien 
tlie coming June meeting is inaugurated. ’Tlie track 
itself at laitonia is already in fine ciiiidition and a 
4 *onsiderable number of horses that wintereil there 
are galloping over it every day in preparation for 
spring and summer racing. 

, One or two innovations w’ill be put Into effect by 
Manager' Haclmieister this y«*ar in <*onnection with 
the every-day routine at Latonia and Douglas Park. 
One of tlH'se will lie in .the form of the admission 
ticket to the two tracks. Heretofore the ticket has 
had a detaclialiie roupon, which tlie buyer was ex- 
pected to wear in plain sight at all times, after 
the main i»art of the ticket had bi?en colle<*ted at 
the gate. The (*ou|ion is to be dispensed with by 
Mr. Hachmeister as obsolete. Another innovation 
will be that saddle cloth numbers earrieil by the 
horses wliile racing will be iiainted in red for all 
figures higher than nine. Black will be used as 
heri'tofore for all numbers from one to nine. This 
will make the identification of the horses easier 
during the running of the races. Sometimes it 
happens that imrt of a number is ac<*identally ob- 
sciire<l and mistakes in identification occur, like 
the mistaking of 3 for 13. etc. Mr. Hachmeister 
hopes that the new plan will help to avert such 
roiifusion. 

STABLE ACCOMMODATIONS AT A PREMIUM. 

Stabling accommodations at Douglas Park are ap- 
proaching the pn*iniimi iMiint. One of the most re- 
«*ent allotments is that of fourteen stalls for tlie 
st:ihh* of F. H. Brunell, ('liicago publisher and ed,- 
itor, who will this year make his debut in racing 
as an owner. Mr. Bnmell purchased a string of 
.veaiiings at Saratoga last summer, which Galen 
Brown now has In charge at Hot Springs and which 
he will shortly move to Douglas Park with a Ken- 
tiM*ky camiKiign ill view. Mtist of these yearlings 
:ir«* f 4 irelgii-hre«l. Tliey were only re<*eutly turned 
over to train«‘r Brow'ii. H. Eugene Leigh having 
broken and traineil them previously. None of tliem 
has ra<*ed as yet. Mr. Bnmell enjoys a wide ac- 
qiiaintaiM*e on the turf as the piiblislM*r of Daily 
Racing Form and there will be general satisfaction 
ill turf cindes if his venture into racing slioiikl b** 
.siicit*ssfiil. 

John F. Schorr, trainer for Edward B. McLean, 
Washington sportsman and iiewspaiier publisher, has 
ask<‘d that stalls Ik? n*served at laitonia for the 
stalile of twenty-three horses that he is training 
for Mr. Mcl>*an. Trainer Sihorr wrote that he 
plans to sliip the entire stable to laitoniu from 
Maryland immeiliately after tin* closing of the Pim- 
lico meeting on May 27. Such horses as he desires 
to race at Douglas Park will be transferred there 
from the laitonia track from time to time and 
liroiiglit back here after filling their engagements 
in imiKirtant races. The full strength of tin* stable 
will lie shown at laitonia when racing begins at 
that track, on June 14. It will be the first slmwing 
of the McLean colors in Kentucky and, in view of 
Mr. Mcl^an’s ('inciimati iiinnections and the man- 
ner in which Ills newspapers lH*re ami at Washing- 
ton have at all times shown their friendliness to- 
ward racing, it is certain that they will be warmly 
weleumed by racegoers generally. 



JACK ATKIN ENFORCING RECOGNITION 

As liecomes a young stallion of the line of SL 
Simon, Biiriiey SchreilK'r’s Jack Atkin is lK*giiming 
to assert himself as a sire, through tlie excellent 
racing of his progeny this spring. ('Iiarlie Ley-

alreatly Kroretl for him in real race horse fashion 
and are a trio of three -year-olds to be proud of. 
The owner of Sewell Uombs holds that his clian<*e 
of winning tlie Kentuckj’ Derhj’ is not one to be 
overlookeil.

BREEDING BUREAU PLAN THE BEST 

J. E. Madden Opposed to GoTenunont Controlled 
Breeding Stnd for Producing Army Removnts. 



Lexington, Ky., April 27. — John E. Madilen be- 
lieves the Unit^ States government would make n 
nistly mistake slioiild it attempt, as has been sug- 
gest^, to prodiu*e army liorses from one big estab- 
lishment. John £. Madden, who owns ami aunii- 
illy bri*eds moro thoroughbred liorses than any man 
in America and who is also a breeder of liglit har- 
ness horses, is perhaps the man of today best poste«I 

all types of horses, and, therefore, better quali- 
fieil to siK*ak aiitlioritativ«*lj npon tlie siibjei-t of 
horse prodiicthin than all the tlieorists in tlie laml. 
This is what he said when asked for his views: 

“1 am op|H>s**d to any proiiosition which practically 
imoiiiits to the government o|M*rating or iimtrolling 
any definite <*stahlishmeiit or cstabliKhiiieiits for the 
breeiling of horses. 

“In the first place the scheme would he tiKi 
i*ostly, taking into nmsiderntkHi tW inevitable 
staffs of liigh-salarieil veterinarians, managers, stud 
grooms, cost of mares and stallions, biiihlingK. etc., 
as well as the general upkeep and the hroaking of 
the animal itself. 

“In the sei*ond place there is a diversity of opin- 
ion as to the brei^ and types best snitcil to army 
piir|K>ses. A man wlm studies tlie ex|icrien4*es of 
foreign nations in bn*eding liorses for the army will, 

1 am sure, lKH*omc 4 ‘oiivin«*ed that tlie most feasible, 
valuable and diret*t policy for oiir imintry will be 
along the lines pursued by the JiM*key ('liih Breed- 
ing Bureau in the state of New York, the State Rac- 
ing Ommisskm in Kentucky and by similar organi- 
zations in other states — namely, sending out tluir- 
oughbreil stallkins among tlie farmers. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that this polii*y Is 
a siici*ess. for the improvement in the tjiie of horse 
being raisi*d in our day is espei*ially iH>tii*eable in 
Virginia, Maryhinil and New York, where the tlHir- 
oiighbred blood is more utilized to improve the gen- 
eral utility horse. 

“The only trouble is that not enough horses are 
being bn*d in this manner. 

**The w'estern <*oiintry especially neeils stallions 
like those which the JiK*key Club and Racing Com- 
mission have been sending out. 

“The western liorsi* has the short neck, straight 
sluMilder and straight pastern — defis-ts from an army 
staudfioint — which tlie tlniroughbred will correct. 

EYERY FARMER A BREEDER FOR UNCLE SAM. 

“The question how enough liorses of this iraproveil 
tyiK* are to Ik* fiiruisheil is easily, auswercil. Every 
farmer should Ik* a breeder for Uncle Sam by a 
widespread ado|»tiou of what the JiK*key Cliih. rac- 
ing ciHiimissioiis, Hunts Clubs, breeilers ami farmers 
have lieeu doing. Every farmer in the United States 
slHMihl now lK*ii»nie a breeiler for the government. 

“Stallions are easily proi-iirable. Racing assinda- 
tioiis, Hunts cliitis and breeders have given and 
still are lilK*rally donating thoroughbred stallions 
suitable for breeiling the best tyiies of cavalry and 
artillery liorses. 

“Such stallions are being rapidly locatcil in tlie 
different districts ami farmers are iiermittcd their 
.services frei: of cliarge or at a nominal fee. A 
funner can rear and sell a well-broken five-year- 
old horse for $225, chiefly for tlie reason tliat the 
dam is useil. lioth before and after foaling, for farm 
work, and tliat her offspring is early put to light 
tusks, thereby earning his keep until he is ready 
for the market. This is most desirable. Iiciiig, in 
fact, a training for what is to i*onie later. 

“In 1113 ’ opiiiiiHi. it will Ik* .absolutely imiKMwihle 
for the goveniiueut to rear horses, have tlieni broken 
and ready for use at five years of age for aiiyUiing 
like $225. The cost would exceed that many limes, 
being nearer $ 1 . 2 tMI per head. 

“Another advantage in tlie farmers being tlie 
breeilers: The goveruuieiit purchasing agents would 

not Ik* comiielleil to take the mares, but ctiiild select 
the geldings, wiiicli are preferable. 

“The most pressing essential m»w Is eiic«mrage- 
meiit for tin* farmer. Supply the stallkins. the ser- 
vice of which should Ik* fri*«*, ami the general 
utility and pleasure Imrse will reimy the fanner 
for all his trouble. 

“If every fanner can be indiiceil to br«*e 4 l one or 
nion* cidts annually. 1 will guarantee that the gov- 
' crnmciit will soon have more liorses to select fnsu 
than would Ik* reiiiiireil. tliereby enabling the 
eruuieut to secure the best."
